Unless you live under a rock, you already know that the New Jersey QRP 
Club's PSK-80 "Warbler" is the hottest ticket in town. This cute little 
rig is designed to operate PSK-31 within a 1 kHz segment of the 80 meter 
band. Well guess what folks, it isn't just a PSK-31 rig anymore. 
Interested? Read on. 


Phil Wheeler, W70X and I have had many enjoyable PSK-31 contacts with 
our Warblers. Then Phil started talking about MFSK16 (See QST, January 
2001, page 33) and I suggested we try this mode with our Warblers. Sure 
enough, it worked. In fact, it worked very well. Were that not enough, 
we decided to go one step further and try RTTY. We both fired up MMTTY 
and established contact without any problem at all. What fun. 


Band conditions were far from perfect during the tests. There was a 
fair amount of QRN and a lot of QSB. Of the three modes, MFSK16 was by 
far the most robust. Both Phil and I reported 100% print. PSK-31 was a 
close second with only an occasional garbled character. RTTY was a 
distant third. 


Phil suggested we not spend much time on MFSK16 (or RTTY for that 
matter) because of the increased bandwidth those modes require. It was 
good advice. Theoretically, you could fit a whole bunch of PSK-31 QSOs 
in the 300 Hz bandwidth MFSK16 requires. And RTTY is little better with 
its 170 Hz shift. But we proved to ourselves that the unmodified 
Warbler was indeed a multi-mode data transceiver. 


So, unless somebody else has done it first, Phil Wheeler, W70X, and Bill 
Jones, KD7S, claim bragging rights for the first ever MFSK16 and RTTY 
QSOs, Warbler to Warbler.

I've been buying some stuff from radioshack.com for a while now. Like many 
places, sometimes they are a good deal, sometimes not. Their website is 
horrible to use. Unless you know ahead of time where they have squirreled 
something away, you need to know the Radio Shack part number to find 
something. Their search engine is pretty horrible, it is only reliable if 
you know THEIR part number. Also, their shipping isn't all that great in 
terms of time (I've been spoiled by Digikey!) 


On the other hand, they have some stuff that's hard to get, and sometimes 
their prices are very attractive. I haven't found better prices anywhere on 
varactors. Their toroid prices aren't all that bad, and you don't need to 
buy a zillion of them like from Palomar. 


Always, always try putting 10 or 100 in the quantity column and see what 
happens. Sometimes they have very large price breaks, but you can't tell 
without entering the quantity. Resistors, for example, are a penny if you 
buy 100. Well, heck, how many of us can't afford a buck for a good supply 
of some common value. Compare that to 49 cents for 5 in the store. 


The other odd thing is that their shipping is very attractive for small 
orders, not so attractive for larger orders! The difference is pretty 
large. If you just need a couple of toroids, I don't think anyplace will 
come near the total cost from rs.com. BUT, if you need $100 worth of parts, 


their shipping could make Digikey turn out to be a better deal. 


They are definitely on my list of places to look for parts, but I suppose 
like anywhere else, you need to keep your eyes open.

Way back (at the dawn of history), there was one Fry's. Half of the 
store was groceries, the other half was electronic surplus. You could 
buy lettuce, tomatoes, ranch dressing, the surplus guidance system 
from a Titan ICBM, a handful of N-connectors, and some croutons all at 
the same store. In the years since, Fry's has become yet another PC 
City. Sad. 


Radioshack.com started out as Tech America. We had the first (or 
second, I forget) retail store here in Denver. It was an electronics 
junkie paradise. Most of the help had their ham license (anywhere 
from Tech to Extra), and the guy behind the counter knew what you were 
asking for when you asked for half a dozen 2N2222s. In fact, he'd ask 
what you were building, look over the schematic with you, and maybe 
even offer some suggestions or improvements.

I've seen Weller tips last for several months when used every day, 8 hours. 


Get in the habit of "putting the tip to bed" at the end of each session by 
wiping the tip clean on the damp sponge, then melt a large amount of solder 
on it and turn it off. Leave that big "glob" of solder on the tip. This 
keeps the air off it and it lasts MUCH longer. 


Also, when soldering, wipe the tip just before you make a connection but NOT 
after. Same reason..... let the solder build up stay on the tip until time 
to make another connection. 


Hope this helps a bit.

Simplest method is a brute force relay capable of handling around= 
30A 

on it's contacts. Wire it so that the 12v to energise the coils= 
of 

the relay is only available when the ignition key is in the= 
running 

position. 


Then, when the vehicle is starting, it will draw start current= 
only 

from the vehicle battery. Once started, then it will energise the= 
coil and flip the relay which will allow the secondary battery to= 

draw current also and thus become charged. 

You should fuse both the coil supply wires AND the charge supply= 


wires at a suitable rating for each. 


Proper "split-charge" relay systems are usually available from RV= 
and 


touring caravan/trailer suppliers. At the last try, I remember= 
that 

researching the parts, schematic, building time etc., was such= 
that 

it was'nt worth the effort involved in trying to build one. These= 


devices are much more sophisticated and reference the volts on= 
each 

battery so that the spare battery only charges once the vehicle 
battery has had it's charge fully restored after starting, and so= 
on.

Actually the simplest method is to tie common grounds, and then a 
12v light bulb between the two positive terminals.

If one battery is fully charged, and the other is dead, the bulb will 
light and limit current. In all other cases, the voltage differential 
will cause the bulb to light less than full brightness, and charge 

at less than the max current of the lamp. 


Sure, it can ‘discharge’ through the light but only as BOTH batteries 
discharge. 


You may not get enough charging current to meet your needs this 
way though, but it might be worth a shot.

Hi Mike, 


There are battery isolators available through either Marine or RV stores 
which allow for charging of seperate batteries while keeping them 
electrically isolated from each other. 


Basically, they are big silicon diodes mounted in a heat sink. So, you could 
use a Silicon diode in the charging line to isolate the second battery as 
long as the diode has enough current carrying capacity to handle the maximum 
charging current available and it was mounted in a heat sink big enough to 
dissipate the heat created by the current it handles. 


There is a catch, and that catch is the voltage drop of the diode. What you 
would need to be able to do is to adjust the voltage output of your 
alternator up .7 of a volt in order to compensate for the .7 volt dropped by 
a silicon diode. And, you would need to use the same type of diode in the 
charging line to your first battery as well, so that the charging voltage to 
it is correct. 


So, it is do-able, and works very well, as long as you use the type of 
regulator that allows you to adjust the voltage output of your alternator. 


In my sailboat I have three battery banks which are all isolated from each 
other by a "Battery Isolator" I bought from a Marine store. The "isolator" 
consists of three large silicon diodes "potted" into a big heat sink. The 
unit is about 8" by 4" by 2" thick. It can handle 100 Amperes of charging 
current, as that is the current rating of my alternator. Can't remember what 
it cost, but a $75 figure comes to mind. It is probably more expensive now. 


One battery "bank" is the engine start battery, and that is its only job. 
The other two are "house" batteries that run the lights, refrigeration, 
radios, radar, etc. Each of the "house" batteries is actually two 6 Volt 
golf cart batteries in series. 


The type of regulator I use in my boat is a so-called "smart" regulator that 
charges the batteries in three steps. Max charging voltage and current 
initially, then a lesser voltage and current to continue the charge. Then, 
when all the batteries are fully charged, the voltage drops to the "float" 
level. That way, each battery is charged fully and reasonably quickly, and 
is not over-charged even though the engine and charging system sometimes runs 
for a day (24 hours) or more at a time. 


You don't say what the second battery in your truck is to be used for. It 
would be useful to know whether you just want to charge it to a "float" 
level, or whether you need to charge it for regular and heavy use. 


Hopefully, it would be discharged either partially or fully by a load ona 
regular basis, or you would want to charge it up and then disconnect it from 
the charging system. Continuing to charge a deep cycle battery after it is 
fully charged, at more than the "float" level, is not good for it and will 
shorten its useful life considerably. 


The cheap and dirty way to do it is to simply run cables so as to parallel 
the second battery with the first one, and put a big "knife" switch in one 
lead so as to be able to disconnect the second battery and "isolate" it when 
you don't want to charge it, or when you want to draw from the second battery 
while you are parked and don't want to run down the engine battery. 


The main problem with that is that you will forget to open the knife switch 
at some point, which may mean that you either over-charge the deep cycle 
battery, or, while you are parked and drawing from the second one, run the 
engine battery down to the point that you can't start the engine. Also, when 
you went to start your truck again, you would need to start it with the knife 
switch open, then close the knife switch to start charging the second battery. 


When two batteries of different charge states are paralleled, the weaker one 
will draw off power from the stronger one until what you actually end up with 
are two mostly run down batteries. 


Think of two glasses, one full of water, the other almost empty. If you 
connected the two at the bottom with a tube, water would flow from the full 
one into the empty one until the water level was equal in the two glasses. 
You would end up with two half-full glasses. Batteries connected directly 
together do the same thing. 


So, even though it is more expensive, if you really need a second battery or 
battery bank to be charged by your main charging system in the truck, your 
best bet is to bite the bullet and get the commercial "isolator" anda 
regulator that has a voltage output adjustment so you can compensate for the 
voltage drop of the "isolator", and is also designed to control the output of 
the alternator so as to prevent over-charging of the batteries.

"Yesterday I heard JA6PA calling you Jim and you didn't hear him so I 
went down about 500 cycles and called him and he found my 100 Mw and 
gave me a 559 he was 579 here. Nao was running 5 watts from Fukuoka 


(southern Japan)." 


Art's note helped me to remember something I wanted to post to the 
list. It is very important to use the RIT in wide (not narrow) swings 
when listening after a CQ. In the recent milliwatt contest, I was 
tuning up 1100 hertz and down maybe 400 hertz. I use that pattern 
because 99% of the answers I get fall in that range. If I had just 
gone a tiny bit further down (My rig goes plus or minus 1100 Hz on RIT) 
I probably would have picked up Nao, JA6PA. 


To add a clearer picture to this, I made notes during the contest. I 
picked up callers from plus 1050 hertz to minus 300 hertz. There were a 
surprising number at +500 to +700 hertz. 


If you ever think someone is not tuning and should hear you, feel free 
to tweak your transmit frequency and call again. If no luck, tweak 
again...call again. I have had that work and it is necessary when you 
know, for example, that the other person is running an SST or SW-XX rig 
with no RIT. 


Ok, I feel better having expounded a bit on this subject. This was 
advice that WOQUEX, Otto Lorenzen (age 78 in 1965), my Elmer gave me and 
even drilled into me as a new Novice. 


Have fun and enjoy all the aspects of QRP and QRPp.

The PSK-80 is a direct conversion rig (not superhet). The selectivity 
is provided by a crystal filter on the receive frequency, vs. in an IF 
stage. I suppose the filter could be made wider by some technique, but 
that would let more noise in (a factor on 80 meters). 


In practice, 1 KHz is enough, since each PSK31 qso occupies only 31 Hz 
in principle. Lots of folks are having great fun with the Warbler and, 
so far, crowding of the 1 KHz "window" has not been an issue out here 
in the west. But for MFSK16, which occupies abt 300 HZ, a wider band 

would be nice to have.
